E estimates for Northern Ireland for 
_ the coming year, which have beén 
the Government as a White 
Paper, indicate that the cost of the various 
services will amount to £8,500,428, or a 
decrease of half a million sterling compared 
with the estimates last year. The provisicn 
for unemployment insurance is down by 
£450,000, so that the greater portion of 
the reduction falls under this heading. 
This may indicate that the Government is 
looking forward to a uction in the 
number of unemployed during the comin 
years. Already there has been a substantia 
reduction compared with a year ago, but 
until further information is available it 
would be unwise to attribute the reduction 
entirely to this cause, It is known, for 
instance, that, under the new Unemploy- 
ment Bill now before the Imperial Parlia- 
in principle 
by the Northern Government—the Unem- 

loyment Fund will be made self-support- 
ing, and that the cost of maintaining un- 
employed outside the scope of the present 
insurance scheme, or who have exhausted 
unemployment benefit, will come out of a 
special scheme. The Minister of ‘Finance 
indicated a few days ago that the mainten- 
ance of the unemployed was going to cost 
the State more, and not less; so special 
financial provision may have to be made 
under the new Unemployment Bill. The 
State will contribute two-fifths of the cost 
of maintaining this section of the unem- 

loyed, and the local authorities three- 

fths. It will be interesting to see what 
the State contribution will be, and how 
much the local authorities will have to

A FUTILE BILL. | 


The new Representation of the People 
Bill, the main purpose of which is to 
compel candidates for election to the 
Northern Parliament to sign a. declara- 
tion that they will take their seats in Parlia- 


‘ment if elected, and which also extends 


the residence qualification for voters to 
seven years, has aroused a storm of party 
controversy. In the present form, how- 
ever, the bill is singularly futile, and is 
hardly calculated to obtain the objects 
which some of its sponsors have in view, 
There is nothing to prevent a candidate 
from signing the declaration, securing 
nomination, and when the election 1s over 
changing his mind, and deciding that 
after all his supporters would prefer if 
he did not take his seat. The seat is not 
declared vacant and a new election 
ordered; nor is the seat given to the 


candidate with the next highest votes. In 


fact, the position in such an eventuality 
remains as it was. 

The residence qualification is a double- 
edged weapon, which hits the Government 
Party equally with the Opposition Parties, 
and is not likely to affect the parlia. 
mentary ‘representation of any  con- 
stituency. It does not prevent anyone from 
entering Northern Ireland and securing 
work, if he is able, in an already over- 
crowded labour market. It does not 
penalise any of the existing residents or 
voters. The bill was inspired in the heat 
of a general election, and, if the Govern- 
ment cannot do any better, they ought to 
drop it; for it is not worth the party ill- 
feeling that it creates. 


LINEN. 


The agreement involving substantial con- 
cessions to the weaving operatives in the 
linen industry will be welcomed generally 
in the North, where there is no desire to 
see an industrial dispute when trade is 
slowly struggling back to prosperity. In 
1931 the workers in the weaving section, 
numbering about. 20,000 of the industry, 
agreed to a 10 per cent. reduction to assist 
the industry in a period of great distress, 
when orders were hard to get, and Conti- 
nental. manufacturers, with more favour- 
able exchange rates, were beating the 
Ulster linen out of the world markets. To- 
day things are changed, and the home 
manufacturers, with the British market 
secured by tariffs and the exchanges in 
their favour, are able to recover much lost 
ground. 

The February Board of Trade figures 
show that the exports of linen goods for 
the month amounted to £434,909 against 
£434,005 for the same month last year. 
Taking January and February together 
the exports are up by £60,000 compared 
with the same two months last year. The 
exports to the United States of America 
sliow a decrease of £34,000 compared with 
last year, due to the depreciated dollar, 
which automatically increases the price of 
linen goods in the States. Australia. 
Canada, South Africa, and other British 
colonies, however, increased their imports, 
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as didvalso China, Cuba and the Argentine, 
H is hoped that the spinning section of the 
linen industry also will reach agreement 
in regard to wages.

Ww SHORTAGE, 


The Belfast Water Commissioners have 
decided to place restrictions upon the 
water supply, notwithstanding the fact 
that this step is most unpopular, both 
with the Commissioners and the public. 
When the Silent Valley reservoir was com- 
pleted in the Mourne Mountains at a cost 
of nearly: two millions sterling it was 
stated that Belfast would, for many years, 
have an ample supply of the best water 
available, as the reservoir was capable of 
holding 5,000 million gallons. The Com- 


veying the water from South Down only 
one-third effective. This would have been 
ample under normal circumstances, if the 
other reservoirs supplying Belfast were 
able to maintain the usual supply. The 
exceptionally dry season has thrown a big 
strain upon the Commissioners’ resources, 
and the completion of the other sections 
of the conduit is being hurried forward, 
and also pipes across the Lagan bridges to 
convey the water to the County Antrit 
side of the river and relieve the demand 
caused by the shrinkage of the Woodburn 
and Stoneyford supplies. 


BIGGER BELFAST. 


The General Purposes Committee of the 
Belfast Corporation has taken the first 
definite steps to extend the Belfast City 
boundaries. A sub-committee has been 
appointed to consider the subject and 
report to the Corporation. It is not in- 
tended in any boundary extension to take 
in adjoining towns, such as Lisburn, Holy- 
wood or Carrickfergus, but to include 
Finaghy, Cregagh, Dundonald and large 
tracts.on the Bangor road as far as the 
police barrack near Holywood, and on the 
Antrim road as far as Glengormley. 

An extension of the city boundary is 
long overdue. Many housing schemes are 
being held up owing to the fact that city 
gas, electricity and transport are not avail- 
able. There is a demand for more houses 
for the working class, which is proved by 
the fact that out of a total of 60,000 
houses of £8 valuation and under, inside 
the city at present, fewer than 100 are 
vacant. It is also in the interest of town- 
planning that any houses built outside 
the present boundary should conform to 
some definite scheme and. the Corporation 
building by-laws. 


AIR SERVICES. 


Belfast is likely to become, in the near 
future, an important aviation centre. A 
new aerodrome for civil air services is 
being constructed near Newtownards, on 
land belonging to the Marquess of Lon- 
donderry, the present Minister of Air. 
|The Belfast Harbour Commissioners also 
are improving the reclaimed land at the 
harbour, and it is probable that the land 
purchased by the Belfast Corporation at 
Malone for an aerodrome may also be 
brought into service, The Midland and 
Scottish Air Ferries, Ltd.: have main- 
tained a regular service hetween Belfast 
and Glasgow. A new service will be 
started shortly, linking up. Liverpool with 
Beliast, via the Isle of Man, and this 
should be well patronised during the com- 
ing summer. It also is possible that a 
regular service may be established he- 
tween Belfast and Carlisle. ‘he Corpora- 
tion of Carlisle is interested in the latter 
project, and has provided a municipal 
aerodrome. An initial flight is to take 
place on March 23 from London to Car- 
isle, via the Isle of Man and Belfast, in 
which the Mayor of Carlisle will partici- 
pate, and it is hoped to focus public-at- 
tention upon a regular service between 
these places. When an efficient aero- 
drome is established near Belfast, rapid 
strides will take place tn the establish- 
ment of regular cross-Channe] services and 
private flying. | 


TOLL OF THE ROAD. 


The intention of the. Northern Govern- 
ment to introduce legislation this session 
to prevent the growing loss of life by road 
accidents is welcomed by the community 
in general, and it is hoped that the new 
legislation will be effective for the pur- 
pose. Last year 34 persons were killed as 


the roads of. Northern Ireland, and 358 
persons were injured in a total of 298 
accidents. In addition 23 persons were 
killed and 286 injured by accidents in 
which the onus of blame is placed on 
cyclists.. Eight were killed and 165 
injured as a result of faulty judgment, 
and six were killed and ninety injured 
due to skidding, making a total from all 
causes of 77 killed and 1,006 injured

FRESH STOCKS, 


Stocks of bees in the Free State are low 
at present as a result of an outbreak of 
disease which occurred some years ago, 
and it is possible that bee-keepers may 
contemplate an increase of their stocks in 
view of the duty of 1s. per lb. now im- 
posed on imported honey. 

There are no restrictions on the im- 
portation of bees, but they may not be 
imported in straw skeps, as the importa- 
tion of straw containers 1s forbidden as 
a measure of protection against the im- 
portation of germs of toot-and-mouth 
disease. 

There is a duty on wood hives, but the 
Department of Industry and Commerce 
has power to grant a licence for importa- 
tion free of duty where a case for exemp- 
tion from duty can be established. Persons 
who contemplate the importing of bees 
in hives should apply for licence if they 
desire exemption from duty.

SHIP TAKING HIM 
BACK TO GREECE. 


BROTHER EXTRADITED 
FROM CANADA.

AMUEL-INSULL, the financier whose 
| arrest on charges of embezzlement 
is desired by the United States, and who 
disappeared mysteriously on the eve of 
his expulsion from Greece, was found 
to-day. 

_ He had left Athens on the steamer 
Maiotis, which had been chartered in 
London, and arrived in the Piraeus six 
days ago. Wireless messages, emphati- 
cally ordering the captain to return to 
Greece, were sent to the Maiotis, which 


.| eventually turned back, and is now steam- 


ing towards the Piraeus. 

At the time she turned back the Maiotis 
was on her way to Port Said. Her 
position was stated to be 100 miles south 
of Crete, so that she was not far from 
the Egyptian port: 

Ha nsull reached Egypt he would 
have been in a country which has no 
extradition treaty with the United States, 
although he would still have to overcome 
the difficulty of having no Egyptian visa. 


SUICIDE THREAT. 


The Maiotis, a Greek steamer of 1,700 
tons, is expected off the Piraeus some 
time after noon to-morrow, and it is 
stated here that arrangements have been 
made for Mr, Insull’s arrest as soon as 
the vessel arrives. 

The captain has sent a wireless message 
to the Ministry of Marine that he fears 
that Mr. Insul] may commit suicide. The 
Minister has replied that he will hold the 
captain responsible. 

There is no truth, it is stated at the 

Ministry of Marine, in the report that a 
Greek destroyer was sent in pursuit of 
the vessel, or is escorting her back. The 
Maiotis had gone too far to be overtaken 
when it was discovered that the missing 
financier was on board. 
-**The reason that we require Mr. 
Insull’s return is that, although he was 
under sw) ervision here, he escaped,’’ the 
Prime Minister, M.. Tsaldaris, told 
Reuter’s Correspondent to-night. 

“ All foreigners entering or leaving any 
country must conform to the laws govern- 
ing them. Mr. Insull broke. the aliens’ 
law, and that is his only fault.’’ 


IMMEDIATE EXPULSION. 


“ We want to know, too,”’ he continued, 
«how he escaped, and where he is going. 
On his return, after the inquiry has been 
concluded, he will, and must, leave Greece. 
He can go anywhere, and choose whatever 
method of travel he wishes.” 

This would take place within twenty- 
four hours. 

The shipowner, M. Synodinos, stated 
that a fortnight ago he was approached 
by M. Coyoumdglou, through whom he 
negotiated Mr. Insull’s transport to 
Abvssinia via Port Said, for the sum “of 
£1,500. This sum was deposited with a 
British bank. 

Insul] boarded the ship at midday on 
Wednesday. In the afternoon the owner 
examined his papers, and noticed that 
they had been stamped neither by the 
Piraeus harbour police nor by the “Con- 
sulate of the country to which he was 
travelling. He then told Mr. Insull that 
he could not be taken on board. 

Mr. Insull replied, however, that he 
would be able to get his passport visaed 
at Port Said within ten days. He under- 
took to pay the wages and food of the crew 
during that period, and a daily demurrazc 
fee of £10. In the case of his passport 
not being visaed he would return to the 
Piraeus. The journey was undertaken on 
that. basis. 

The Prime Minister and the Foreign 
Minister have declared that severe 
measures will be taken against all persons 
w"» connived at his irregular departure. 

An order of expulsion made against Mr. 
Insull was later cancelled. 

The American Minister to Greece has 
called on the Foreign Minister and has 
expressed his very great satisfaction with 
the steps taken by the Government. He 
has cabled to Washington on the present 
position, and is reported to have calmed 
fears expressed in cables from the United 
States. 

The incident has led to a reshuffling af 
offices in the Government. As a direct 
result of Mr. Insull’s disappearance the 
Minister of the Interior, M. Moudjorides, 
who had accepted full responsibility, has 
been asked by the Prime Minister to 
resign. Other changes in the Cabinet are 
also likely. The Government are also to 
be interpellated on the subject in the 
Senate. 


A COINCIDENCE. 


While wireless messages were demand- 
ing the return of Samuel Insull from the 
high seas, another part of the Insull 
drama was being played in Canada, with 
Mr. Samuel Insull’s brother, Martin, as 
the chief performer. 

After seventeen months of legal 
wrangling, Mr. Martin Insull has finally 
lost his fight against applications made 
for his extradition, and was arrested to- 
day (telegraphs Reuter’s Toronto Corre- 
spondent) to await the arrival of United 
States officers who will take him back to 
face charges of embezzlement and theft 
in connection with the operation of the 
Chicago utility companies, with which he 
and his brother were connected. 

An order of expulsion against Mrs. 
Insull was cancelled later.

‘DAIL DEPUTIES WITH 
PAINFUL MEMORIES. -

N calm reflection there seems to be no 
reason why a rate collector on a bicycle 
should necessarily cut a humorous figure ; 
yet there seemed certainly to be some- 
thing comic about the subject when it was 
introduced yesterday into the Dail.. 

Solemnity, not to say sadness, had 
characterised the entire debate on the 
Committee stage of the Local Government 
Officers ‘‘Cuts’’ Bill until Mr. O'Kelly, 
the Minister for Local Government, 
wheeled his bicycle, so to speak, across 
the path with as much gusto. as though 
it had been a red herring. e seriots-- 
ness went out of the debate like wind out 
of a punctured tyre. : 

Mr. O’Kelly was resisting at the time 
an amendment moved by Mr. Mulcahy 
to enforce the “cuts” only on what was 
left of the salaries after all deduction of 
all expenses which might arise in the 
execution of duty. It seemed but elemen. 
tary justice, especially as a similar safe- 
guard is already granted to dispensary 
doctors and certain other privileged 
classes; but the Minister was giving no 
concessions, and he accordingly fell back 
on the only argument he could find. 

Doctors, he said, were compelled to 
travel expensively on four wheels, but 
rate collectors were able to carry out their 
duties on two. Having thus sat his rate 
collectors on bicycles, he resumed his seat, 
feeling that he had left their advocates 
without a leg to stand on: but Mr. Dillon 
was immediately on his feet. 


PAINFUL MEMORIES. 


Ready as he was to admit the Minister’s 
knowledge of conditions in his native 
Dublin, Mr. Dillon assured him that he 
was making a great mistake if he thought 
that rates could be collected by bicycle in 
the Rosses of Donegal, in Connemara, or 
in parts of Kerry. “I have cycled through 
them all,” rejoined Mr. O'Kelly, modestly 
but firmly. 

It proved that Mr. Dillon, too, has 
** painful memories ” of having cycled in 
those areas, but he did not regard cycling 
for the sake of scenery as being the same 
thing as cycling to collect rates—especially, 
he added, in view of the “ conspiracy ”’ 
which the Government had discovered to 
add to their labours. Nevertheless, he con- 
fessed on second thoughts that there were 
possibilities, from a Fianna Fail point -f 
view, in the scheme. 

“Deputy Corry,” he suggested, “ might 
get the Cork County Council to pass a 
resolution putting all their rate collectors 
on bicycles. He might even get a ‘ snow- 
ball’ resolution sent round to all the other 
County Councils saying that Fianna Fail 
calls upon rate collectors to make this con- 
tribution to the economic war.’’ 


NOT BUILT FOR TWO. 
Like the bridal couple in the song, the 


Free State’s rate collectors may resort to 
bicycles as a method of economy in 
transport, but Mr. O’Kelly’s next move 
ruled out the probability of the analogy 
being carried to its romantic conclusion. 
He flatly refused even to discuss Mr. 
Mulcahy’s amendment to ai concessions 
in respect of marriage, despite the flood 
of protest which came from the Opposition 
benches. : 

Even the income tax schedules, Professor 
O’Sullivan pointed out, made such conces- 
sion, but “ the Government have no bowels 
of mercy.’* Even “' the callous Minister for 
Finance,” said Mr. Minch, gave preference 
in his last Budget to the married men, 
though in this hypothesis the deputy. for 
Kildare was not strictly correct. What Mr. 
MacEntee actually did, of course, was to 
give an inverted preference to the un- 
married, which is a distinction with a 
definite difference. 

It may be mentioned, without comment, 
that this measure for effecting economy by 
reducing the salaries of officials was dis- 
cussed by a paid assembly which, even dur- 
ing the divisions, was at barely more than 
half strength, and that at one stage the 
discussion "was held up for want of the 
necessary twenty members to form a 
quorum,

‘TOLPUDDLE IN 
RETROSPECT. 


——--é —- 


The Times, in the course of a leading 
article to-day on the centenary of the 
sentence on the six Dorset labourers for 
administering unlawful oaths, says :— 
Tolpiddie became a historic political 
battleground because two men were 
matched unequally against each other 
there. One of them was George Loveless, 
labourer, lay preacher, trade union leader. 
The other was James Frampion, land- 
owner, magistrate and leader of the resist- 
ance to the labourers’ claims. In the 
troubles of 1830 there was a threat to burn 
Moreton Hall, his home. When the 
Tolpuddle Grand Lodge of the Agri- 
cultural Labourers’ Friendly Society was 
formed he appealed to the Lord Lieutenant 
of the county. The Lord Lieutenant asked 
for the advice of the Home Secretary, 
Lord Melbourne, and there came back a 
reference to an Act of Parliament passed 
after the mutiny at the Nore to suppress 
sedition. It was held that the taking of 
an oath brought the Tolpuddle Labourers’ 
Union—a small body, with a resounding 
title—within the grip of a rigorous law. 
George Loveless and five others were 
arrested, an don March 17th were tried 
and found guilty. 

The prosecution was intended by men 
who themselves were afraid to bring a 
more terrible fear into the hearts of men 
of the Loveless type, and the sentence was 
a fearful one. tt failed of its purpose 


because it was unjust—unjust to the six 


men arraigned, and unjust to the spirit 


ef association in labouring men every- 
where. That was a century ago. 
The advance that has since been made in 
the circumstances of the agricultural 
labourer has been immense—in income, 1n 
housing, in education, in health insurance, 
and in the expectation of an old age 


pension—notwithstanding the position of } 


inferiority. to which agriculture has been. 
ted by a nation that has cared more 
for its manufactures than for its hus- 
bandry. But there is no standing stiil, 
and, whether in manufacture or in agricul- 
ture, the pressure of human aspiration and 
desire for betterment will be felt on the 
social and industrial system.

G. Mooney, stated that ho had circularised lé fly to this planet to find out, if possible, 


the different banks and assurance com- 
panies asking if they were prepared to 
give financial assistance towards the pro- 
ject. The Irish Bankers’ Standing Com- 
mittee had written regretting they were 
not able to accede to the request, and the 
New Ireland Assurance Company had 
asked for further information. A com- 
munication had been received from the 
United Traders’ Development Association, 
North City, ES out the suitability of 
the Esplanade at Parkgate street as a site 
for the hall. . 


CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 


The ehairman said that they al! 
realised the necessity of having a concert 
hall in Dublin, but the question was how 
it could be done, and where it would be 
put. In his opinion the Round Room in 
the Mansion House, even with the pro- 
posed alterations, would not be suitable. 
A hall as big as the old examination hall 
in the National University would be 
required. He felt that the Corporation 
ought to put up a concert hall in the city. 
The Corporation and the Government were 
both thinking of housing the poor, and 
that nothing else was to be considered. 
It was quite impossible in the country 
to find enough people to put down the 
money for anything. It would take so 
long to collect it that by the time they 
got the last names down the first on the 
list might be dead. 

Traders who would benefit from it were 
at the moment badly off, and he was 
afraid that they would have to go outside 
the country to get the money. It might be 
possible to provide the money required by 
the floatation of a loan to be known asa 
Concert Hall Loan, if they could get the 
Corporation to float it. A number of 
people, he believed, would buy the stock 
on the off chance that it would pay some- 
thing sometime, while others would buy 
the stock in order to help the project. ~ 


BIG UNDERTAKING. 


Unless the Government or the Corpora- 
a took the matter up, he thought the 
ndertaking was too big for any number 
of individuals, however interested they 
were. The provision of a concert hall 
would not fill the bill. They would also 
require a smaller concert hall that could 
be utilised for various other things, such 
as boxing matches and political meetings, 
apart from concerts. He believed that the 
Governors of the Rotunda were not anxious 
to sell any portion of the Gardens, but he 
thought that the Government or the 
oe could put pressure on them to 

0 80, 

The Secretary said he agreed that the 
Round Room in the Mansion House would 
be hopelessly insufficient for their req uire- 
ments. The present seating accommoda- 
tion of the Round Room was 1,000, and 
the suggested alteration would only give 
an additional 300 seats. The Lord Mayor 
had informed him that the Corporation 
was prepared to spend from £8,000 to 
£10,000 on improving the Round Room. 


ASSOCIATION’S PLANS. 
General W. R. E. Murphy, as repre- 


senting the Irish Amateur Boxing Associa- 
tion, said that his Association would 
require a hall, with seating accommoda- 
tion for 5,500. For bigger tournaments 
they would require sedts for upwards of 
5,000. He did not believe that they would 
make any progress by applying to the 
Government or the Corporation for money 
to build a hall. If they did not build it 
themselves, it would never be built. 
He suggested that if they wanted 
the hall, the bodies interested in the 
project should get the money themselves 
and build it. It was useless to talk of 
getting a quarter of a million. They 
should be able to build a suitable hall for 
at least £25,000, 

The Boxing Association was not a 
wealthy body, and any money that they 
had they made themselves. They had 
taken up the problem of building a hall 
themselves, and they would build it in 
the next three or four years. They had 
decided on it last October, and expected 
to have £3,000 by next October. His wife 
had guaranteed £1,000 to the Association, 
and within the last six months she had 
fulfilled her guarantee. If one person 
could do that, forty could get together 
£40,000. 


HALL FOR £40,000, . 


He had a plan drawn up by an architect 
for a concert hall to seat 2,500 at a cost 
of £40,000. If the bodies interested in the 
erection of a hall would come together, 
he had no doubt that the money could he 
raised within two years. The utmost that 
they could expect from the Corporation 
was a free site. 

Mr. P. J. Hickey, Hon. Secretary . of 
the Irish National Music League, said 
that his League were taking steps to brine 
together the various bodies interested in 
the matter, with a view of getting a 
national hall in Dublin. They had 
already approached the Government, but 
he could not give any details yet. He 
could definitely sav that the Corporation 
would not raise the money to build a 
citizens’ hall in the city. 


LEAGUE'S HOPE OF 
SUCCESS. 


Mr. P. G. Duffy, a member of the 
Musical League, said that in a few days 
there would be an announcement made of 
the activities of the Irish Musical League. 
He was able to state that the question of 
providing a hall would be resolved within 
the next six months or less. He proposed 
that they adjourn that meeting until they 
saw the outcome of the steps that were 
being taken by the League of Music, 

Mr. Kelly seconded the resolution, 
which was carried. | 

Mr. Duffy further stated that within 
six weeks the League would let them know 
what it was able to do. 

The meeting then adjourned for six

THE LONG STRUGGLE,

any other territory, had all through been 
friendly with other peoples, and had 
fought this fight against the invading 
English for one thing, and for one thing 
only, and that was the inalienable right 
to possess their own ancient country.

MR. DE VALERA’S 
MESSAGE TO AMERICA.

President de Valera, in sending a 
message of good wishes for St. Patrick’s 
Day to ‘‘ all our friends in the Unite: 
States” through an American news 
agency, expresses sympathy with their 
efforts to readjust their economic life, and 
wishes them complete success. 

“We in Ireland,” Mr. de Valera says, 
“are doing in miniature what the people 
of the United States are doing on a 
gigantic scale. Our problem is not so 
complex as theirs, because our country 
was not so developed industrially, and the 
extension of existing industries and the 
creation of new ones to meet internal needs 
opened up new avenues of employment. 
‘But our problem has difficulties of its own. 
Since 1950 emigration has virtually ceased. 
In 1926 thirty thousand of our young men 
and women left to seek a livelihood ‘n 
other lands. In 1932, and again in 1933, 
the number was below one thousand. Im- 
migration last year exceeded emigration 
by 1,732.” The stoppage of emigration has 
in the last two years alone added at least 
forty thousand to the number of persons 
entitled to be enrolled for employment.

QEVEN lives were lost this morning as 
the result of the foundering of the 
Belgian steamer Oscar Edu during a 
north-west gale and mountainous seas 
encountered off the south-west Irish coast 
about twenty miles from Galley Head. 
The remainder of the crew, numbering 
five, were picked up by the British oil- 
tanker Inverarder and brought to Queens- 
town to-day. They were met by Mr. John 


_J. Horgan, Belgian Vice-Consul at Cork, 
land Mr. A. 


Horne, Lloyd’s agent at 
Queenstown, who attended to their wants 
and had them transferred to the Sailors’ 
Home. Later they were visited by Dr. 
John J. O’Connor, Port Medical Officer of 
Health, who found the men exhausted by 
their trying experience, and they were 
removed to the local general hospital. 

The rescued men are:—Chief Officer 
Josef “Gaspar, Second Engineer Raoul 
Nierynck, Boatswain Paul Holtz, Seamen 
Nicolas Motorin and Wierner Jopner. 

The missing are stated to be Captain 
Celis, Chief Engineer Gelder, Cook Pacha, 
Donkeyman Munster, Firemen Schneider 
and Domingo, and the mess-boy, whose 
name could not be ascertained. All of the 
men hail from Antwerp. 


STORY OF THE WRECK. 

Boatswain Holtz stated this evening 
that they sailed from Antwerp on Satur- 
day last with a cargo of 555 tons of 
cement, bound for Galway, which they 
expected to make on Wednesday night or 
Thursday morning. Their vessel was a 
small one of about 700 tons, and carried 
no wireless. It was, he believed, built 
sixteen years ago, when it was in- 
tended to be one of the British “ mystery ”’ 
ships used against submarine warfare. On 
the cessation of the War she was con- 
verted into a cargo vessel. 

Bad weather was encountered a few 
hours after leaving Antwerp, and next day 
they ran into a strong north-west gale, 
and mountainous seas continually broke 
over the vessel. They made little pro- 
gress on Tuesday, and on Wednesday the 
weather had become so bad that they were 
forced to heave-to and point their ship 
head-on io the seas, which swept the 
' vessel fore and aft. 


SHIP ABANDONED.

Two hours later a second trawler was 
sighted further away, but she, too, did 
not observe them. At night they sent up 
seven rockets at intervals without success. 
At four o'clock this morning, when their 
boat was half-filled with water and the 
men were exhausted by their labours of 
the previous nineteen hours, they sighted 
the masthead of a large steamer in the 
distance, and fired off their remaining 
supply of five rockets. They were over- 
Joved to see the steamer alter her course 
and make towards them, 


ATTEMPTS AT RESCUE. 

She proved to be the British oil tanker, 
Inverarder, outward bound to the West 
Indies from Belfast. Her crew lowered 
two ladders, and two men managed to 
climb up safely, but the remainder of the 
boat’s men were too weak to follow them. 
On three occasions Captain Celis attempted 
to climb up the ship’s side, and on each 
occasion fell back again. The third time 
he fell into the water, and was swept away 
and lost to view. 

Probably in our‘excitement, Chief Officer 
Gaspar said, we leaned to one side, and 
an unusually high wave caught our boat 
and, sweeping it against the ship’s side, 
capsized it, throwing all of its occupants 
into the. water. The tanker’s crew lowered 
ropes and shouted to us to make them 
fast around us. Three of us succeeded in 
doing this, but the remainder were carried 
away by the raging seas and lost. 


SEARCHING THE SEA. 

For half an hour the Inverarder circled 
round the spot in the hope of Jocating 
the men, but they could find no trace cf 
them, and her commander finally gave 
instructions for the vessel to be placed 
on a course for Queenstown. He sent a 
wireless message to Captain R. Murray, 
Assistan; Harbour Master at Queenstown, 
and th» Cork Harbour pilot cutter, 
Luthnamara, captained by Pilot Frederick 
Duffy, was instructed to await the tanker’s 
arrival, She took off the men and brought 
them to Lynch's quay at 10.30 this 
morning. 

They will remain in Queenstown 
Hospital. for a few days before proceeding 
to Antwerp.
